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1. On 10 and 11 April 1952, the troops stationed in the Luftnachrichten and 
295X1 Flak Casernes were entrained in Halle. The motor vehicles and tanks belonged 
25X1 to the 2ist Guards Mechanized Division. 


2, The troops in Welssenfels were to begin thelr departure for sumer camp on 
15 April. 


3. On 11 April, Camp Kindel near Ettenhausen was oceupled by 3000 to 4000 men. 
' The moter vehicles were from the 21st Guards Mechanized Division and the 57th 
Guards Motorized Rifle [ivision. 


 &, On 7 April, a tank unit in Grimm left for Koenigsbrueck. A large part of 
the unit had already Left during the preceding week. E 


5. A unit with 18 light anti-tank guns left Wurzen for Koenigsbrueck on 12 April. 


6. Between 10 and 14 April, at least 49 T-34 tanks, 31 JS-2 tenks and seven 
JS-122 SP guns were shipped by rail fram Prenzleu to summer camp. Almost 
all the trucks with soldiers, guns and mortars left by road on the nights 
from 10 to 12 April. 


7. At least 150 T+~3h tanks arrived in the Templin srea and proceeded to Camp 
Yogeelsang between 10 and 14 April. 


8. On 15 April, 17 JS tacks of the 6th Guards Mechanized Division were loaded 
in Eberswalde. On the same day, a train with 19 T-34 tanks passed through 
Fherswalde from Bad Frelenwalde. 


9. Qn 12 April, components of the 25th Guards Mechanized Regiment of the 7th 
Guards Mechanized Division with 14 T-34 tanks were loaded at Frankfurt/dder 
for Lieberose. Thirty tanks of the 57th Guards Tank Regiment and components 
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of the Skth Guards Heavy Tank and SP Regiment were loaded at Preaqnkfur./Ote 
prior to 14 April. Troops had begun to arrive at the Lieberose traini:.., 
grounds on 6 April. 


An unidentified AAA unit was loaded at Branderiburg on 11 April. The -lak 
Kaserne was oceupied to capacity. The Hirschfeld Kaserne was vacant. 


Tyo troop trains carrying components of the 18th Mechanized Division with 
guns, mortars and AA machine guns were unloaded at the Wittstock railroad 
atation on 12 April. 
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
